Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1934. 

The  Report  is  arranged  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  their  Circular  1417  dated  25th  October, 
1934. 

As  regards  infectious  disease,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  compared 
with  the  last  two  years.  This  increase  was  general  through- 
out the  country,  and  particularly  in  the  adjacent  City  where 
so  many  of  the  adult  population  are  employed.  The  disease 
was  of  a mild  character  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

There  have  been  few  cases  of  Diphtheria.  In  March  of 
this  year  sanction  was  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  a scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  pre-school  children  at 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  Housing  survey  of  the  District  was  completed  early 
in  the  year.  Following  on  this,  representations  as  regards 
unfitness  were  made  in  respect  of  three  clearance  areas  and 
approximately  twenty  individual  houses.  A Housing  Scheme 
for  the  erection  of  fifty  houses  in  Emsworth  has  been  initia- 
ted. A number  of  unfit  houses  have  been  reconditioned,  and 
the  Minister  of  Health  has  now  confirmed  the  orders  in 
respect  of  the  clearance  areas. 

The  Council  have  now  acquired  a considerable  part  of 
the  Beachlands  at  Hayling.  There  remain  isolated  portions 
in  private  Ownership,  concerning  which  frequent  complaints 
from  adjacent  residents  arise  during  holiday  week  ends,  on 
account  of  overcrowding  and  unsightliness.  The  granting  of 
some  authority  restricting  campers  to  certain  registered  areas 
appears  to  be  the  only  remedy. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
certain  statistical  and  other  information  contained  in  this 
Report.

A motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  is  provided  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Havant. 

For  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  two 
motor  ambulances  are  available,  one  at  Havant  and 
one  at  Waterlooville.  Both  are  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions. 

The  Urban  District  Council  recently  made  a 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  a new  ambulance 
at  Havant,  where  garage  accommodation.*  is  also 
provided  by  the  Council. 

The  needs  of  the  District  are  amply  met  by 
the  existing  service's,  and  no  difficulty  has  arisen 
over  boundaries  cf  areas  served . 

Nursing  Associations. 

The  following  Nursing  Associations  in  the  area 
employ  District  Nurses  who  carry  out  nursing  in  the 
home  :

The  above  District  Nurses  undertake  mid- 
wifery, and  in  addition  there  are  two  other  midwives 
in  the  area. 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  employ  or  sub- 
sidise any  midwives,  but  there  is  substantial  co- 
ordination between  the  County  Council  and  the 
( ounty  Nursing  Association  to  which  the  District 
Nursing  Associations  are  affiliated.  The  County 
Council  is  the  supervising  authority  under  the  Act.

The  County  Council  has  made  arrangements 
for  beds  in  Hospitals  outside  the  area  for  the 
following  medical  services,  viz  : — Maternity, 
Orthopaedic,  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia, 
Ophthalmia  Neonotarum. 

Infectious  Diseases : The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  centrally 
situated  in  the  Havant  Ward,  and  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the 
Council.  There  is  accommodation  for  the  following 
cases : — 

Diphtheria.  8 beds. 

Scarlet  Fever.  16  beds  and  2 cots. 

Other  cases  as  typhoid  and  erysipelas  requiring 
hospital  treatment.  6 beds. 

The  accommodation  is  adequate  and  sufficed 
for  the  increased  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Small-Pox  Hospital. 

When  necessary  the  County  Council  provide 
arrangements  for  removal  of  cases  to  their  Small- 
Pox  Hospital  at  Winchester. 

Sanatoria. 

Sanatoria  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  pro- 
vided by  the  Hampshire  County  Council  at  Bishop- 
stoke  and  Chandlers  Ford. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sends  copies  of 
all  notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia 
immediately  upon  the  receipt  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  who  makes  special  arrangements  for  the 
investigation  of  maternal  deaths  and  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 
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Poor  Law  and  Medical  Relief. 

Under  the  County  Council  Scheme  the  District 
is  now  included  in  the  Gosport  Area. 

The  Havant  Public  Assistance  Institution  has 
accommodation  for  39  sick  patients.  20  male  and 
19  female. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  of  the 
County  Council  propose  to  close  the  Havant  Insti- 
tution. It  is  hoped  that  some  scheme  may  be 
evolved  whereby  the  aged  poor  shall  not  be  taken 
away  from  the  area. 

In /ant  Life  Protection. 

Part  I of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  as  amended 
by  The  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act  1932,  is 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

All  foster  parents  and  children  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  medical  staff  or  health  visitors  of  the 
County  and  suitable  action  taken  if  indicated. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Cases  from  child  welfare  centres  and  schools 
are  referred  to  the  clinic  held  bi-monthly  at  Havant. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  at  the  Cripple's 
Hospital  at  Alton  for  those  requiring  hospital  or 
operative  treatment. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  10  registered  homes  in  the  area,  5 
taking  maternity  cases. 

The  County  Council  is  the  supervising 
authority  under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration 
Act,  1927.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  District  is  particularly  fortunate  in  having 
at  its  door  an  abundant  water  supply,  owned  by  the 
Portsmouth  Water  Company.  Despite  the  drought 
there  has  always  been  abundant  water  available  for 
the  supply  of  a rapidly  extending  district. 

Hayling  Island  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the 
Council  who  purchase  the  water  in  bulk  from  the 
Portsmouth  Water  Company.  The  Hayling  Water 
Undertaking  is  under  the  direction  of  a Committee 
of  the  Council.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Although  a brief  description  of  the  sewage  dis- 
posal works  within  the  District  was  given  in  the 
report  for  last  year,  it  is  again  included  for  the 
benefit  of  the  new  members  of  the  Council. 

There  are  seven  sewage  disposal  works  within 
the  area,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
reduce  this  number  to  six,  including  the  proposed 
new  works  on  the  Hambledon  Road,  Waterlooville. 

The  works  dealing  with  the  sewage  in  the 
Warblington  Ward  are  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
District,  at  Thorney  Road,  near  Emsworth.  These 
are  controlled  by  the  Warblington  and  Westbourne 
Joint  Drainage  Committee  which  is  comprised  of 
appointed  members  of  the  Havant  and  Waterloo 
Urban  District  Council  and  the  Chichester  Rural 
District  Council. 

In  the  Bedhampton  Ward,  where  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schemes  were  comp  eted  in 
1931,  the  works  are  situated  at  Bedhampton,  south 
of  the  Southern  Railway,  to  the  west  of  Mill  House. 
Some  portion  of  the  sewage  is  lifted  by  ejectors,  one 
at  the  junction  of  Brookside  and  Lower  Roads,  and 
the  other  at  Strode  Road,  served  by  a central  com- 
pressing station  at  Bidbury  Lane.  The  sewage 
enters  the  works  by  means  of  an  inverted  syphon 
which  commences  at  the  top  of  Brookside  Road 
near  the  Bedhampton  Post  Office.  There  are  at 
the  works  2 detritus  tanks,  4 sedimentation  tanks,  4 
sprinkler  filters,  2 humus  tanks,  sludge  beds  and  an 
irrigation  area  for  storm  water.  The  works  are 
designed  to  serve  a population  of  2,500.  The  efflu- 
ent discharges  into  a creek  south  of  the  works. 

In  the  Hayling  Ward,  where  the  works  serve 
only  that  portion  formerly  known  as  the  Parish  of 
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South  Hayling,  owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  Dis" 
trict  no  fewer  than  six  sewage  lifts  are  in  use.  The 
sewage  is  lifted  up  to  the  tanks  at  the  works,  and 
also  near  the  school  and  at  Eastoke  by  means  of 
electrically-operated  pumps.  The  three  remaining 
lifts  are  ejector  stations  at  (i)  the  south  end  of  West 
Lane,  (2)  the  south  end  of  St.  George’s  Road,  (3) 
the  junction  of  Havant  Road  and  Sea  Front,  and 
worked  from  a central  air  compressing  station  in 
Station  Road. 

The  works  consist  of  3 sprinkler  filters,  land 
irrigation  and  sludge  beds,  and  were  completed  in 
1925,  having  been  designed  to  serve  a population 
of  5,000, 

Considerable  trouble  is  experienced  in  dealing 
with  the  sludge  at  these  works,  owing  to  the 
insufficient  size  of  the  present  beds.  This  may  lead 
to  complaints  unless  dealt  with.  At  the  same  time, 
additional  filters  should  be  provided  as  the  southern 
part  of  the  Ward  is  rapidly  growing 

A scheme  dealing  with  the  above  matters  is  in 
course  of  preparation. 

In  the  Havant  Ward,  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
with  the  exception  of  that  from  Langstone  (which 
is  lifted  in  Langstone  Road  by  electrically-operated 
pumps),  gravitates  to  the  disposal  works  at  Brock- 
hampton  and  is  lifted  for  treatment.  The  works 
comprise  storage  tanks,  2 detritus  tanks,  3 sedimen- 
tation tanks,  3 sprinkler  filters,  humus  tanks,  irriga- 
tion area,  sludge  beds  and  storm  water  tanks.  The 
effluent  is  discharged  into  a creek  south  of  Lang- 
stone Mill. 

Owing  to  the  filters  being  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  daily  flow  the  storm  irrigation  is  in  con- 
stant use,  and  the  sludge  beds  are  also  of  insuffici- 
ent capacity  to  satisfactorily  deal  with  the  sludge. 


A scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  sludge  beds  and  additional  filters. 

There  are  no  fewer  than  four  separate  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  Waterloo  Ward,  situated  as 
follows  : — 

(1)  On  the  south  side  of  Hulbert  Road  and 
about  700  yards  from  Waterlooville,  These  works 
deal  with  practically  all  properties  in  that  part  of 
the  Ward  south  of  the  Hambledon,  Stakes  Hill 
Road,  and  also  the  whole  of  the  Purbrook  Ward, 
The  works  now  comprise  3 detritus  tanks,  2 upward 
flow  tanks,  7 sprinkler  filters,  humus  tanks,  sludge 
beds,  and  storm  water  tanks.  There  are  two 
ejectors  at  the  works  used  for  lifting  sludge  under 
drainings  and  humus  tanks.  There  is  also  a central 
pumping  station  in  Westbrook  Grove,  Purbrook,  to 
which  practically  all  the  sewage  in  the  Purbrook 
Ward  gravitates.  The  sewage  here  is  lifted  by 
electrically-operated  pumps  for  a distance  of  200 
yards  whence  a main  sewer  gravitates  to  the  works. 
The  effluent  discharges  into  the  water  course  which 
is  on  the  north  side  of  Hulbert  Road,  These  works 
are  designed  to  serve  a population  « f 8,700. 

(2)  Situated  off  Hart  Plain  Avenue,  Cowplain. 
These  works  deal  with  practically  the  whole  of  the 
District  north  of  Park  Avenue  on  both  sides  of  the 
main  London  Road.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
the  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  Horndean  and 
Blendworth  within  the  Rural  District  of  Petersfield. 

There  is  one  electrically-operated  pumping 
station  in  Park  Lane,  and  the  sewage  gravitates  to 
the  works  from  other  parts  of  the  area,  discharging 
by  a duplicated  inverted  syphon  sewer.  The  works 
comprise  detritus  tanks,  3 upward  flow  tanks,  3 
sprinkler  filters,  humus  tanks  and  secondary  filters, 
storm  tanks  and  sludge  tanks.  An  automatic  elec- 
tric motor  with  a 3-in  pump  (in  duplicate)  has 
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been  installed  for  lifting  the  sludge  drainings  and 
emptying  the  humus  tanks.  This  replaces  a li  in. 
petrol  driven  pump  and  two  hand  operated  chain 
pumps.  All  drainings,  etc.,  can  now  be  pumped 
to  the  detritus  chambers  for  secondary  treatment. 
The  new  pump  well  provided  with  the  installation 
will  permit  the  drainage  of  properties  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works  which  cannot  >be  connected  to  the 
existing  sewer  and  syphon.  A highly  satisfactory 
effluent  is  produced  and  is  discharged  into  a water 
course  running  through  the  works.  These  works 
were  designed  for  the  late  Catherington  Rural 
District  Council  and  are  capable  of  treating  the 
sewage  for  a population  of  3,860. 

(3)  Situated  on  the  north  side  of  Hambledon 
Road,  approximately  400  yards  from  the  cross 
roads  in  Waterlooville.  These  works  deal  with 
the  sewage  by  gravitation  of  all  properties  between 
Hambledon  Road  and  King’s  Road  at  Cowplain, 
also  the  several  properties  on  the  east  side  of 
London  Road,  between  Stakes  Road  and  Hulbert 
Road. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  lor  the  abolition 
of  these  works  and  the  construction  of  new  works 
on  a site  about  half  a mile  south-west  of  the 
present  works. 

(4)  Small  works  situate  in  Hulbert  Road  a 
short  distance  to  the  north  of  No.  1 works.  These 
works  deal  with  the  sewage  from  properties  on  the 
east  side  of  the  London  Road  in  the  vicinity  of 
Avondale  and  Beaconsfield  Roads.  It  is  proposed 
to  abolish  these  works  and  convey  the  sewage  to 
the  No.  1 works  for  treatment.

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of  the 
pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

Closet  Accommodation, 

In  those  parts  of  the  District  not  having  the 
facilities  for  water  carriage  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion, pail  closets  are  largely  used.  In  106  cases 
the  emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  are 
undertaken  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  18 
new  water  closets  were  constructed. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A new  10  cu.yd,  Motr>r  Scavenging  Vehicle 
was  purchased  by  the  Council  in  August,  and  all 
refuse  is  now  collected  weekly  by  the  Council’s 
employees. 

The  Mainland  refuse  is  deposited  at  a central 
tip  at  Southmoor,  Havant ; and  at  Hayling  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  banks  being  formed  with 
the  same, 

The  controlled  tipping  method  is  in  operation 
at  both  tips. 

The  average  weekly  collection  is  91  tons  10 
cwts,,  an  increase  of  18  tons  15  cwts.  on  the  1933 
figure,  which  equals  an  increase  of  almost  26  per 
cent, 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  Gates  Pumping 
Apparatus  upon  application  made  to  the  Council, 
the  work  being  carried  out  by  Council’s  workmen. 
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The  contents  are  deposited  in  the  nearest  sewer. 
There  are  138  pits  receiving  this  service — 64  cess- 
pits in  the  mainland  district  receiving  482  empty- 
ings and  74  cesspits  at  Hayling  Island  receiving 
259  emptyings  during  the  year. 

Complaints  arise  from  time  to  time  from  cess- 
pit overflows.  Now  that  sewers  on  the  main 
sewerage  system  are  available  throughout  the 
larger  part  of  the  area,  it  is  hoped  that  full 
advantage  will  be  taken  by  owners  to  connect  their 
properties. 

On  ceasing  to  be  used  it  is  most  desirable  that 


these  cesspits  should  be  filled  in  and  not 

used  for 

any  other  purpose  such  as  collection  of  rain  water.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Several  observations  have  been  made  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  make  any  report  as  to  nuisance 
arising  therefrom. 


Schools. 

The  Public  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  Hampshire 
County  Council. 

All  are  connected  with  the  public  water 
supply  and  sewerage  system. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  area,  and  the  inspection  of 
the  sanitary  conditions  is  a routine  procedure. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on 
account  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  Exclu- 
sion from  School,  1927,  is  closely  followed. 


Mosquito  Control  Institute. 

Useful  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  in  Hay  ling  Island  by  the  institute.  The 
Council  has,  for  some  yearr.  made  an  annual  con 
tribution  of  £100  towards  this  work. 

If  stagnant  sea  water  is  allowed  to  remain, 
this  forms  an  ideal  breeding  giound  for  the  coastal 
type  of  mosquitoes  which  cause  widespread 
annoyance  in  low-lying  seaside  districts,  largely 
because  they  have  a range  of  flight  of  at  least  3 
miles.  These  breeding  grounds  are  found  along- 
side the  sea  wall,  and  require  constant  attention 
throughout  the  year ; regular  draining,  clearing 
of  ditches  and  oil-spraying  have  been  carried  out. 
Similar  work  requires  to  be  dene  in  the  marsh- 
lands of  Havant  and  Bedhampton,  where  ditches 
have  become  choked  or  sluices  become  defective. 

I regret  to  report  that  the  wo  k of  the 
Institute  has  had  to  be  discontinued  owing  to  lack 
of  funds.  Already  there  have  been  complaints  of 
mosquito  nuisance,  and  one  can  visualise  the 
Island  reacquiring  its  former  notoriety  for  mos- 
quitoes and  attendant  discomforts. 

It  is  hoped  to  interest  neighbouring  authori- 
ties in  the  work  of  the  Institute,  so  that  mosqu  to 
control  can  be  recommenced 

SECTION  D 

HOUSING. 

Following  on  the  Housing  survey  of  the 
District,  which  was  completed  early  in  the  year, 
3 areas  comprising  19  houses  in  all  were  represen- 
ted as  clearance  areas.  These  orders  have  recently 
been  confirmed  following  an  Inquiry. 

19  individual  unfit  houses  have  been  rep  e- 
sented  for  demolition.  Of  these — 

1 has  been  demolished . 
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7 have  been  reconditioned  by  the  Owners 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

6 have  been  closed  pending  demolition. 

Land  has  been  acquired  for  the  erection  of 
50  houses,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  pro- 
visionally approved  of  the  layout.  This  scheme 
will  accommodate  all  those  displaced  from  the 
unfit  areas.

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 

Milk  Supply 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  may  be  regarded 
as  being  generally  satisfactory. 

In  four  cases,  entire  reconstruction  of  cow- 
sheds has  taken  place,  and  various  minor 
improvements  in  the  existing  sheds  are  frequently 
being  made.  Extension  of  the  use  of  mechanical 
plant  for  the  vashing  and  sterilizing  of  milk 
bottles  has  taken  place. 

The  Council  continued  the  arrangement  made 
with  the  County  Council  for  the  submission  of 
samples  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  District 
under  the  scheme  for  the  detection  of  tubercle 
bacilli. 

19  mixed  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
— 2 4 ‘positive”  samples  resulting.  After  further 
inspection  by  rhe  County  Veterinary  Inspector 
the  infected  animals  were  isolated  and  destroyed.

The  slaughter-houses  are  kept  in  as  cleanly  a 
state  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  circum- 
stances and  positions.  The  old  registered  slaugh- 
ter-houses are  in  decidedly  unsuitable  positions, 
being  in  close  proximity  to  occupied  dwellings. 
The  number  of  slaughter-houses  and  their  relative 
positions  in  the  area  greatly  hamper  the  work  of 
meat  inspection. 

A considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
inspections  has  taken  place  during  the  year,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  although  1,874  carcases 
were  inspected  only  1,725  lbs  of  meat  was  con- 
demned as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
and  this  total  included  2 carcases  of  beef  and  one 
of  pork 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
during  the  year  may  be  taken  as  3,644.  To  enable 
more  effective  inspection  to  be  made,  the  question 
of  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  local  authority 
in  a public  abattoir  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  general  trade  throughout  the  district  is 
of  a high  standard,  and  the  retail  premises  are 
generally  hygienic  and  modern  in  construction 
and  equipment. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and 
found  to  be  in  as  satisfactory  a state  as  is  possi 
ble.  The  necessary  limewashing  has  been  carried 
out  regularly  as  required.  Minor  improvements 
and  modernisation  of  methods  and  the  replace- 
ment of  old  limewashed  interiors  with  white  glazed 


tiles  have  been  met  with.  The  retailing  of  the 
various  products  of  this  trade  will  no  doubt 
improve  and  perhaps  before  another  year  we  shall 
see  wrapped  bread  being  delivered  in  the  district

County  Council  at  their  Laboratory  at  Winches- 
ter. 


Nutrition. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  children  dis- 
covered at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  School 
Medical  Inspection  who  are  the  subjects  of  sub- 
normal nutrition.  Advice  is  given  to  the  parents 
on  diet,  and  a home  visit  is  made  to  enquire  into 
the  family  circumstances,  Supervision  is  kept  up 
and  the  children  are  weighed  regularly  to  note 
progress,  Where  indicated,  extra  nourishment  is 
advised  and  a note  sent  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Officer  ; in  some  cases  this  is  obtained  through 
voluntary  sources.  Lectures  are  given  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health  Visitors  at 
the  various  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

There  has  been  a good  response  to  tho  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  milk  for  school  children  which 
commenced  in  October.  All  the  schools  in  the 
District  and  70  to  80  per  cent  of  the  children  take 
advantage  oi  the  scheme.  Sanction  for  supply  is 
given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  only  after 
the  producer's  premises  have  been  inspected  and 
approved,  and  a sample,  after  biological  and 
microscopic  examination,  has  proved  satisfactory 
It  is  desirable  that  Pasteurised  milk,  which  is  now 
produced  in  the  District,  should  be  used  for  this 
purpose, 

School  children  who  are  found  to  be  the 
subjects  of  under-nutrition  receive  a free  supply 
of  milk.  Good  results  have  already  been  observed 

from  this  scheme.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious 
and  Other  Diseases. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  63  o f 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  The  advisabil- 
ity of  having  cases  of  infectious  disease  isolated 
and  treated  in  the  Portsmouth  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  is  under  consideration  Accommodation 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  proved  adequate 
throughout  the  year,  but  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  population  of  the  District  is  rapidly 
increasing  and  in  times  of  epidemic  accommoda- 
tion may  have  to  be  found  elsewhere. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  several 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  from  the  neighbouring  Urban 
District  of  Fareham  were  admitted. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  available  to  practi- 
tioners at  the  Havant  Isolation  Hospital.  Anti- 
toxin is  also  available  for  passive  immunisation 
in  the  case  of  contacts  to  scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria, and  can  be  obtained  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  This  is  intended  for  use  in 
necessitous  cases  only. 

Every  case  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  is 
promptly  visited,  and  disinfection  carried  out  on 
removal  to  Hospital.  Further  investigation  is 
made  at  homes  and  schools  with  a view  to  dis- 
covering the  source,  carriers,  return  cases,  and 
exercising  control  over  food  supplies. 

A new  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  has  been 
installed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  facilities 
are  available  for  the  disinfection  of  bedding  and 
clothing  from  homes. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  one  death 
was  registered  from  smallpox.  This  case  was 
subsequently  notified  and  therefore  requires  to  be 
included  in  the  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 
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The  case  was  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
who  formed  the  opinion  that  it  was  not  smallpox, 
and  he  is  still  of  that  opinion.  The  full  facts  of 
the  case  were  immediately  reported  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Health.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  was 
the  only  notified  case  in  the  country  during  the 
quarter.  The  above  explanation  is  therefore 
deemed  advisable. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  in  the  District 
has  been  low.  This  is  to  be  expected  following 
the  severe  epidemic  in  one  part  of  the  District., 
and  the  subsequent  immunisation  campaign 
carried  out  in  1933 . Only  a few  isolated  cases  in 
different  p arts  of  the  District  fall  to  be  recorded, 
giving  a case  rate  of  0 34  compared  with  1.70  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  A scheme  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  is  under  consideration. 
There  is  reason  to  believe  there  will  be  a ready 
response  to  preventive  treatment  In  the  event 
of  an  epidemic,  active  immunisation  of  the  school 
population  is  the  obvious  course,  and  a further 
intensive  immunisation  of  the  pre-school  popula- 
tion can  readily  be  carried  out  at  the  child  welfare 
centres  if  required. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  incidence  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  particularly  in  the  Water- 
looville  area.  This  was  confined  to  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year,  and  coincided  with  an 
increased  number  of  cases  in  the  neighbouring 
City  and  the  country  as  a whole.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  cases,  with  only  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions, were  treated  in  Hospital.  On  admission, 
these  cases  are  treated  with  antitoxin  serum, 
thereby  cutting  short  the  stay  in  Hospital  to  a 
little  over  a fortnight  and  preventing  to  a large 
extent  subsequent  complications.  The  scarlet 
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fever  case  rate  was  2.40  per  1000,  compared  with 
3.76  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  and  one  case 
of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  were  notified,  both  of 
which  were  fatal.  In  neither  case  could  the 
source  of  infection  be  traced,  but  there  is  reason 
to  believe  the  diseases  were  contracted  outside  the 
District . 

All  cases  of  infectious  disea  e occurring  in 
Schools  are  intimated  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  This  is  a useful  measure.  The  schools 
are  promptly  visited,  and  possible  sources  of  in- 
fection and  carriers  are  excluded.  It  was  not 
found  necessary  to  advise  closure  of  any  school  on 
accou  ’ t of  infectious  disease  during  the  year.
